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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument that Truitt et al. "Truitt does 
not specifically teach or suggest positioning a pressure take-off point in a region of low turbulence." is not persuasive since the invention of 
Truitt et al. is specifically related to flow sensors and it teaches (col 7, line 4-1 0) ensuring low turbulence in flow to avoid errors in 
measurement which would necessarily lead one of ordinary skill in the art to conclude that a region of high turbulence causes inaccuracies 
in the flow measurement and thereby would motivate one of ordinary skill in the art to position a pressure take-off point at a point of low 
turbulence.
